Letters spell out class size effects

Before Town Meeting, several 
Andover principals sent letters to 
parents through their children’s 
backpacks regarding the override 
vote. Some wrote directly to the 
parents, others reprinted materials 
provided by the School Commit- 
tee. The letters differed in tone and 
went into varying details regarding 
school cuts that would ensue with 
the failure of the override. 

“We need your help!” wrote 
South School principal Eileen 
Woods. She listed cuts that would 
be made if the $1.1 override does 
not pass: 

¢ Assistant Principal at South. 

¢ Six teaching positions K-12. 

¢ 4.5 teaching positions at the 
high school (reducing the possibil- 
ity of scheduling all our students 
for the required 7.5 credits). 

* High school administrative 
restructuring. 

* Two guidance counselors at 
the middle school. 

¢ Library middle school assis- 
tants. 

¢ SPED reading teachers 
reduced (2.0); one per three middle 
school remains. 

¢ Physical education teacher 
reduced (1.0), increasing class 
sizes. 

* System-wide: reduction in 
some bussing services; eliminate 
funds for new equipment. 

« New seventh- and eighth- 
grade math textbook adoptions not 
purchased. 

Woods closed her letter: “As a 
staff, we encourage you to attend 
Town Meeting, April 22, 2002 and 
carefully consider Article 5.” 

West Elementary Principal 
Charles M. Friel gave a breakdown 
of classroom sizes at his school if 
the override vote failed. In fourth 
grade, the student-to-teacher ratio 
would go from 22:1 to 27:1. Fifth- 
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grade classes would jump from 
20.7:1 to 25.8:1. Friel gave the 
breakdowns for High Plain Ele- 
mentary as well if the override 
failed: in fourth grade, the student- 


. teacher ratio would rise from 


20.3:1 to 25.3:1. In the fifth grade, 
it would rise from 21:1 to 26.5:1. 
In the middle schools, Friel wrote, 
as many as six classroom teachers 
could be cut as well as media 
assistants and a physical-education 
teacher. New math text books for 
seventh- and eight-graders would 
not be bought. At the high school 
he said that program coordinators 
and classroom teachers would be 
cut. He ended with a request for 
parents to vote yes for the override. 

Bancroft Principal Scott R. 
Morrison did not go into as great 
detail in his letter to parents. He 
said that the supplemental budget 
approved at Town Meeting, “is 
going to reflect either a slowdown 
or elimination of programs/initia- 
tives in place, with the correspond- 
ing reductions in staff.” If the over- 
ride fails he said that, “we could be 
facing the elimination of class- 
room teachers, thus creating 
increased class sizes.” 

Sanborn principal Steve 
Jankauskas reprinted material 
from the School Committee 
newsletter, “The Blackboard” with 
the following request: “I ask that 
you exercise your responsibility as 
a citizen of Andover to attend 
Town Meeting, participate in 
debate, and make an informed 
decision on recommended Town 
and School Department budgets.” 
Jankauskas said that the rising cost 
of out-of-district special education 
and the opening of the two new 
schools were the reasons for the 
override. His letter went on to say 
that if the override is not passed 
“22 positions will be cut, includ- 
ing six classroom teachers.”

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Firefighters leave door open to more 
as mediation begins 


negotiation,

Andover firefighters could have 
a long road ahead of them before 
they get a new contract. 

Tuesday, the 77-member union 
turned their fight for a new con- 
tract over to the Joint Labor Man- 
agement Committee, a mediating 
body that will help settle differ- 
ences between the union and the 
town. The meeting in Boston was 
scheduled after the town and fire- 
fighters failed to sign a new con- 
tract after more than one year of 
negotiating. 

The union’s contract ran out 
during July 2001. The union has 
been negotiating with the town for 
a new three-year contract since 
February 2001, according to union 
vice-president Jim Cuticchia, who 
says firefighters have not met this 
kind of stand-still in contract 
negotiations for at least two 
decades. Consequently, firefight- 
ers stacked a selectmen’s meeting 
a week and a half ago, asking the 


board to support the contract. The 
union says it reached an agree- 
ment with Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski in April, and that he 
has since reneged on that agree- 
ment, refusing to sign the contract. 
Stapcezynski says he never agreed 
to the contract, knowing that he 
had to present it to the selectmen 
first, who would have questions of 
their own. 

Having resorted to the help of 
the Joint Labor Management 
Committee, the firefighters and 
the town still could see six to eight 
months pass before the commit- 
tee’s arbitrator makes a ruling, 
says union president John 
McMullen. “It does take a long 
time,” he says. 

Still, firefighters were cheered 
by the show of support they have 
received from residents since that 
selectmen’s meeting. Firefighters 
who marched in the Memorial 
Day parade were happy to hear 
applause and supportive words 


from observers. 

“People on the sidelines were 
asking if we got the contract yet. 
We were marching in front of the 
selectmen and Buzz (Stapcezynski) 
in the parade. I’m sure they heard 
those comments and realize we 
have the residents’ support,” 
McMullen says. 

The fate of the contract does 
not rest entirely in the hands of the 
Joint Labor Management Com- 
mittee. McMullen says the union 
is willing to resume conversations 
with the town, apart from the 
mediated discussions, if town offi- 
cials desire. But once the commit- 
tee’s arbitrator makes a ruling, that 
ruling is final, he adds. 

“We're ready to continue meet- 
ing with the town, even though 
we've started this process,” he 
says, adding that he hopes the 
selectmen decide to approve the 
tentative contract on their own. 
“We're optimistic that this mat- 
ter’s going to get settled.”

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Chinmaya Indian Mis

The economy and effects of the 
Sept. 11 tragedy will slow, but not 
stop the construction of the new 
Chinmaya Indian Mission head- 
quarters. 

Contractors for the project 
broke ground this month at | 
Union St., says Andover resident 
and Mission member Gopala 
Dwarakanath. But rather than 


Construction is underway at the Chinmaya Mission site, but 


build the entire three-floor build- 
ing at once and foot the $4 to $5 
million bill in one shot, members 
have decided to break the project 
into stages. The project is to be 
funded by donations from the 
Chinmaya Mission members. 

“So many people have lost their 
jobs after Sept. 11 that we almost 
suspended (project) activities for a 
short period,” Dwarakanath says. 


the project will now be broken into phases because the econ- 
omy has adversely affected fundraising efforts. 
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“We had a big shrinkage in the 
money we were expecting from 
the members in pledges they 
made.” 

Members decided to build the 
project in stages, but not downsize 
the original plans, which call for a 
23,000 square-foot building that 
sits between Kenilworth Street and 
the ramp to Interstate 495. When 
complete, the building will have 
six classrooms, a lecture hall, a 
shrine and a multi-purpose room. 
The building will be 33 feet high, 
with a steeple reaching up 44 addi- 
tional feet over the main structure. 

About 175 families, 25 of them 
from Andover, currently travel to a 
worship center in Bedford for cer- 
emonies. The building will 
become one of about 12 national 
centers for the Chinmaya Mission 
group — a philosophic branch of 
Hinduism started by Swami Chin- 
mayananda who died in 1993. 

The group is still raisung the 
$2.25 million that will pay for the 
first phase of the project — the first 
floor, says Dwarakanath. It’s the 
most expensive phase, because it 
includes the foundation, weight- 
bearing structures, and a water-line 
connection. He hopes it will be 
completed and fully functional by 
the end of this year, at which time 
classes and programs will begin. 

Depending on how the 
fundraising goes, the remainder of 
the project will be finished in one 
or two additional phases.

Our Students group organized several weeks 
in advance of Town Meeting, Keep Andover 
Affordable has just begun its fight. 

“We're starting now to round up our 
troops,” said Downs, who served as 
Andover’s fire chief before running for 
selectmen.

A second anti-override group, the No 
Override-Ballot Question Committee is also 
organizing. The group is headed by former 
selectman and School Committee member 
Sue Dalton and Maria Marasco. “We all sup- 
port the schools 100 percent — not the over- 
ride.” said Marasco. She said that it just was- 
n’t the time for a $1.3 million increase on top 
of the $4.3 million increase the town has 
already approved to the schools. 

Marasco is also concerned that the School 
Committee and selectmen have not demon- 
strated that the new schools, which are the 
main reason for the override, will even be 
open in September. 

She described the group as “a grassroots 
effort” but it appears it may be a little better 
funded than Keep Andover Affordable as its 
supporters number 24, according to Marasco, 
and they have reserved advertising space in 
this edition of the Andover Townsman.

fr YOU BELIEVE town reports, Andover needs 
around 17 playing fields to meet its 
demand. This can be done, but it will take 
cooperation among several neighborhoods, 
and a well articulated plan by town govern- 
ment. 

The recent piecemeal efforts at picking up 
a field here and there have not worked. 
Although the town has a master plan and an 
Open space and recreation report, residents 
don’t see a townwide plan for fields when it 
comes time to vote. Each project is consid- 
ered separately, and many individual efforts 
have been defeated, for a variety of reasons. 
It’s time to draw up a new game plan, assum- 
ing that the majority of the town does indeed 
want more fields. 

The town does have the land for more than 
a dozen fields, if town residents are interested. 
Three fields will eventually be created at the 
new schools off Cross Street. There’s room 
for five fields at the former Reichhold Chem- 
ical Co. site that the town plans to purchase 
once the land has been certified as clean. 
There is plenty of room for at least one field 
at both South and Sanborn elementary 
schools. Once the town landfill is capped, 
several more fields can go there. There’s 
space for as many as three fields in the pit at 
Recreation Park. 

Again, the space is there. What is needed is 
a desire for fields that is stronger than the not- 
in-my-backyard or other anti-fields move- 
ments. There are more important items than 
fields, but clearly Andover needs more than it 
has. The following steps would help Andover 
score more fields: 

First, the town should develop a plan say- 
ing where and when it wants to create more 
fields. The plan should give a year-by-year 
breakdown of what progress will be made. 

Then, knowing that many areas in town 
will share in the burden and rewards of having 
public green space, it will be up to people 
from all over town to band together. The sup- 
port of some neighborhoods that would be 
affected by the proposed fields would have to 
be encouraged or even cultivated. 

Finally, given the recent youth- and senior- 
center efforts — and the failure of several rela- 
tively expensive efforts to bring fields to the 
pit at Recreation Park — private groups will 
have to chip in money to help the efforts. 

It can be done with teamwork.

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A builder of Andover’s in-school music program opposes its dismantling 


Editor, Townsman: 
School Committee /Claudia Bach: 

I got my start as a young cellist 
in fifth grade through a program 
very much like the one in Andover. 
In my public high school, there 
was an orchestra period. It was a 
core class with a grade just like 
math or history. No one left class 
beacause it was a class. 

Steve Heimlich, a very talented 
and dedicated string teacher, start- 
ed building the Andover string 
department in 1982. He wanted the 
kids to have access to working pro- 
fessional musicians in the Boston 
area and invited me to join him in 
1987 as a private cello instructor. 


Together with the other very spe- 
cial music teachers in this school 
system, we built the program brick 
by brick. 

Music teaches us many things — 
problem solving, social and co- 
operative skills (you have to co- 
operate to play “in concert,” which 
means together). It is also a very 
physical art. Musicians are ath- 
letes. I teach my students to access 
the true sources of power and bal- 
ance in their bodies so they can 
play in a healthy way without ten- 
sion, which can lead to injury. Sev- 
enth grade is too late to start an 
instrument. You would never wait 
that long start a student with bas-

When it comes to your child's health, 
minutes can seem like hours—and 
hours like days. Well, with Lawrence 


ketball or baseball. A music stu- 
dent can’t develop the skills to play 
at an advanced enough level to 
make them attractive candidates 
for college, even as nonmusic 
majors. Many of these students are 
aware that their music activities 
can help them get into a good 
school and even win them scholar- 
ships in some cases. 

Another unwelcome result of 
dismantling the in-school music 
program will be an increased 
migration of the most accom- 
plished students to competing stu- 
dent orchestras in the area. Many 
of these kids start their studies with 
the very fine string specialists in 
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the school system during the day 
and are sent on to me if they need 
more intensive instruction. They 
continue to play in the school 
orchestra and to inspire the other 
children. Their departure would 
seriously damage all the school 
ensembles. 

After-school time is limited and 
there just isn’t space in busy 
schedules for two after-school 
orchestras. It would be for this 
year at least, impossible to fit all 
these activities into the space we 
have available in the school. It is 
already difficult to find a consis- 
tent teaching space as it is, which 
is the sign of a healthy, thriving 
music and drama program. 

It is also worth mentioning that 
Phillips, which has an excellent 
music department, holds many of 
their music activities, including 
private lessons, during the day. No 
one has ever accused them of 
underserving their students. 


I would like to end this letter 
with a quote from a college admis- 
sion essay one of my former stu- 
dents, Nadya Pincus wrote. The 
question was: Who is the sec- 
ondary school teacher who has had 
the greatest impact on your devel- 
opment? This is the last sentence 
of Nadya’s answer: “Whether I 
decide to pursue a career iN music, 
medicine, law or foreign lan- 
guages, I will always retain some- 
thing that I learned from her ( 
Sawzin), that working hard and 
having a passion about something 
will bring you to great places.”

If Andover wants to remain a 
state leader for smoking cessation 
— as Howard Koh, Massachusetts 
Public Health commissioner has 
named it — it may have to work 
harder. 

A new effort to eliminate smok- 
ing in public places 100 percent — 
including bars and pubs — is 
sweeping the Greater Boston area. 
Health officials in Boston and 11 
neighboring communities are lead- 
ing the Clean Air Works cam- 
paign, which, if successful, will 
put those communities ahead of 
Andover in smoke-free efforts. 

Currently, Andover permits 
smoking in its two bars, Justin’s 
and Park Street Pub. 

If those communities ban 
smoking completely, it will likely 
put pressure on Andover to consid- 
er doing the same, says Everett 
Penney, Andover health director. 

“It’s a great idea,” he says. Pen- 
ney supported the concept of a 
town-wide ban last year, when he 
tried to talk the Board of Health 
into supporting an amendment to 
the town’s smoking bylaw that 
stamped out cigarettes every- 
where. The board whittled the 
amendment down to prohibiting 
smoking in restaurants only. Vot- 
ers passed the amendment in April 
2001. In the end, two establish- 
ments in town — businesses that 
declared to be bars — were spared. 

But Penney isn’t giving up. 

“(The Clean Air Works cam- 
paign) will cause other communi- 
ties like us in Andover to think 
twice of what we have done and 
what we haven’t done in areas like 
bars and the workplace,” he says. 

The movement in the Boston 
area has stemmed from employees 


Currently, there are only two pla 
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who say they have a right to a 
smoke-free workplace, says Pen- 
ney. Currently, private companies 
in Andover, like Raytheon for 
example, are responsible for devel- 
oping their own smoking policies. 
Just as Penney likes the idea of 
prohibiting smoking in Andover 
bars, he wants to extend the smok- 
ing bylaw to those private compa- 
nies. 

“I would hope the Board of 
Health will take the initiatives and 
try to limit the health hazard every 
place they can,” Penney says. 

In fact, Andover’s Board of 
Health, and most of the boards in 
the 12 communities included in the 
campaign, have the power to write 
such ideas into law immediately. 
They can write regulations that 
would prohibit smoking complete- 
ly, he says. 

However, the Andover board 
has refrained from doing that in 
the past, preferring to put the ques- 
tion to Town Meeting instead, says 
Penney. Putting it to a Town Meet- 
ing vote promotes discussion and 
support for the ban, says Penney, 
and makes residents and commer- 
cial business owners more likely to 
support and enforce the ban if it 
gets passed. For that reason, it is 
most likely the Board of Health 
would ask Town Meeting to 
approve a sweeping no-smoking 
ban — if it ever gets that far. 

Penney thinks it’s possible. 

“We've taken one baby step at a 
time. We had trouble selling the 
smoking ban in restaurants in the 
first place,” he says. 

But Board of Health Chairman 
Doug Dunbar isn’t so sure. “We've 
eliminated it... in restaurants. We 
don’t have any plans to tighten (the 
bylaw) further,” says Dunbar.

He’s comfortable that Andover 
allows smoking in two places, 
because signs are posted in both 
bars’ windows that wars patrons 
that there is smoke inside. 
Employees of those establishments 
and other private companies that 
regulate their own smoking rules 
can always complain to their man- 
ager or leave the job, he adds. 

“We'll wait to see if it happens 
in Boston first. It’s bound to be an 
uproar. I think we’ve done well by 
the citizens of Andover.” 

Diane Pickles, a member of 
Healthy Communities, an organi- 
zation that helps area boards of 
health promote their policies, 
agrees that Andover has made pos- 
itive strides towards smoking ces- 
sation. However, if the town 
decides to try to go further, she’s 
confident the support will be there. 

“The vast majority of people do 
not smoke. And there’s a good per- 
centage of non-smokers who say 
they stay away from smoky places, 
and would be more likely to fre- 
quent smoke-free (establish- 
ments),” she says. 

Justin’s owner Dagmar 
Schnellinger believes that allowing 
smoking helps her bar. 

“T’m trying to survive in busi- 
ness,” she says. Last year she per- 
suaded the Board of Health to 
allow smoking at Justin’s, after the 
board initially declared the estab- 
lishment a restaurant. Schnellinger, 
who had plans at one time to open 
a dining room, has agreed to for- 
feit those plans completely to 
comply with the bylaw. She isn't 
sure what would happen if the 
bylaw was expanded further.

A builder of Andover’s in-school music program opposes its dismantling 


Editor, Townsman: 
School Committee /Claudia Bach: 

I got my start as a young cellist 
in fifth grade through a program 
very much like the one in Andover. 
In my public high school, there 
was an orchestra period. It was a 
core class with a grade just like 
math or history. No one left class 
beacause it was a class. 

Steve Heimlich, a very talented 
and dedicated string teacher, start- 
ed building the Andover string 
department in 1982. He wanted the 
kids to have access to working pro- 
fessional musicians in the Boston 
area and invited me to join him in 
1987 as a private cello instructor. 


Together with the other very spe- 
cial music teachers in this school 
system, we built the program brick 
by brick. 

Music teaches us many things — 
problem solving, social and co- 
operative skills (you have to co- 
operate to play “in concert,” which 
means together). It is also a very 
physical art. Musicians are ath- 
letes. I teach my students to access 
the true sources of power and bal- 
ance in their bodies so they can 
play in a healthy way without ten- 
sion, which can lead to injury. Sev- 
enth grade is too late to start an 
instrument. You would never wait 
that long start a student with bas- 
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When it comes to your child's health, 

minutes can seem like hours—and 
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ketball or baseball. A music stu- 
dent can’t develop the skills to play 
at an advanced enough level to 
make them attractive candidates 
for college, even as nonmusic 
majors. Many of these students are 
aware that their music activities 
can help them get into a good 
school and even win them scholar- 
ships in some cases.

If Andover wants to remain a 
state leader for smoking cessation 
— as Howard Koh, Massachusetts 
Public Health commissioner has 
named it — it may have to work 
harder. 

A new effort to eliminate smok- 
ing in public places 100 percent — 
including bars and pubs — is 
sweeping the Greater Boston area. 
Health officials in Boston and 11 
neighboring communities are lead- 
ing the Clean Air Works cam- 
paign, which, if successful, will 
put those communities ahead of 
Andover in smoke-free efforts. 

Currently, Andover permits 
smoking in its two bars, Justin’s 
and Park Street Pub. 

If those communities ban 
smoking completely, it will likely 
put pressure on Andover to consid- 
er doing the same, says Everett 
Penney, Andover health director. 

“Tt’s a great idea,” he says. Pen- 
ney supported the concept of a 
town-wide ban last year, when he 
tried to talk the Board of Health 
into supporting an amendment to 
the town’s smoking bylaw that 
stamped out cigarettes every- 
where. The board whittled the 
amendment down to prohibiting 
smoking in restaurants only. Vot- 
ers passed the amendment in April 
2001. In the end, two establish- 
ments in town — businesses that 
declared to be bars — were spared. 

But Penney isn’t giving up. 

“(The Clean Air Works cam- 
paign) will cause other communi- 
ties like us in Andover to think 
twice of what we have done and 
what we haven’t done in areas like 
bars and the workplace,” he says. 

The movement in the Boston 
area has stemmed from employees 
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who say they have a right to a 
smoke-free workplace, says Pen- 
ney. Currently, private companies 
in Andover, like Raytheon for 
example, are responsible for devel- 
oping their own smoking policies. 
Just as Penney likes the idea of 
prohibiting smoking in Andover 
bars, he wants to extend the smok- 
ing bylaw to those private compa- 
nies. 

“I would hope the Board of 
Health will take the initiatives and 
try to limit the health hazard every 
place they can,” Penney says. 

In fact, Andover’s Board of 
Health, and most of the boards in 
the 12 communities included in the 
campaign, have the power to write 
such ideas into law immediately. 
They can write regulations that 
would prohibit smoking complete- 
ly, he says. 

However, the Andover board 
has refrained from doing that in 
the past, preferring to put the ques- 
tion to Town Meeting instead, says 
Penney. Putting it toa Town Meet- 
ing vote promotes discussion and 
support for the ban, says Penney, 
and makes residents and commer- 
cial business owners more likely to 
support and enforce the ban if it 
gets passed. For that reason, it is 
most likely the Board of Health 
would ask Town Meeting to 
approve a sweeping no-smoking 
ban — if it ever gets that far. 

Penney thinks it’s possible. 

“We've taken one baby step at a 
time. We had trouble selling the 
smoking ban in restaurants in the 
first place,” he says. 

But Board of Health Chairman 
Doug Dunbar isn’t so sure. “We've 
eliminated it... in restaurants. We 
don’t have any plans to tighten (the 
bylaw) further,” says Dunbar. 
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He’s comfortable that Andover 
allows smoking in two places, 
because signs are posted in both 
bars’ windows that warns patrons 
that there is smoke inside. 
Employees of those establishments 
and other private companies that 
regulate their own smoking rules 
can always complain to their man- 
ager or leave the job, he adds. 

“We'll wait to see if it happens 
in Boston first. It’s bound to be an 
uproar. I think we’ve done well by 
the citizens of Andover.” 

Diane Pickles, a member of 
Healthy Communities, an organi- 
zation that helps area boards of 
health promote their policies, 
agrees that Andover has made pos- 
itive strides towards smoking ces- 
sation. However, if the town 
decides to try to go further, she’s 
confident the support will be there 

“The vast majority of people do 
not smoke. And there’s a good per- 
centage of non-smokers who say 
they stay away from smoky places. 
and would be more likely to fre- 
quent smoke-free (establish- 
ments),” she says. 

Justin’s owner Dagmar 
Schnellinger believes that allowing 
smoking helps her bar. 

“T’m trying to survive in busi- 
ness,” she says. Last year she per- 
suaded the Board of Health to 
allow smoking at Justin’s, after the 
board initially declared the estab- 
lishment a restaurant. Schnellinger, 
who had plans at one time to open 
a dining room, has agreed to for- 
feit those plans completely to 
comply with the bylaw. She isn't 
sure what would happen if the 
bylaw was expanded further. “I’m 
not into it at the moment, and I 
don’t want to get into it,” she says 
“We'll see what happens.”

had its water pipes replaced last year. 
Residents marched into selectmen’s 
meetings, carrying jars of rusty water 
and dirty laundry as evidence of their 
problem. Petkus listened to them — and 
filed a warrant article for $500,000, 
which Town Meeting approved. 

“They had some real old mains that 
needed to be replaced,” says Petkus. 
Brookfield Road had water mains more 
than 50 years old. That’s much older 
than the 30-year-old pipes in the Chan- 
dler Road area, he says. Yet, there are 

still older pipes — up to 100 years 
old — in other areas of town. 

DPW does take some steps to 
maintain Andover’s pipes on a 
revolving basis. Every year it 
spends about $500,000 on replac- 
ing water mains. Last month, 
Town Meeting approved $500,000 
to replace six-inch iron pipes for 
this year. 

It comes down to how many 
people actually complain about 
the water quality, and then 
whether the problem is explain- 
able, says Petkus. In the case of 
Chandler Road, Petkus says Bruce 
is the only resident who has called 
him — though Horsman says she 
too has called DPW in the past to 
complain. He also says the Chan- 
dler Road problem is explainable 
— it’s caused by careless contrac- 
tors, not something that can be 
fixed by installing new pipes. 

“What we look for is a reason,” 
he says. “One person complaining 
doesn’t do anything.” 

However, Petkus does offer 
some light at the end of the tunnel 
for Bruce. The contractor should 
wrap up work on the Cross 
Street/Forest Hill area — Bruce’s 
neighborhood — within the next 
couple months, he says. With the 
end of construction should come 
the end of the rusty water. 

The town will probably change 
contractors before starting the next 
phase of the project because of the 
problems it has experienced with 
this one. That means that residents 
who live along the proposed new 
sewer lines shouldn’t have water 
problems for the duration of the 

project, which is estimated to last 
until 2005, Petkus says.

accepts that mix-ups are going to 
occur, and that sacrifices have to 
be made. 

Last week’s mix-up happened 
when the girls lacrosse team 
scheduled a make-up game at 
Boudreau field. The opposing 
team got lost on its way to 
Andover, delaying the game for 
hours. They didn’t get started until 
baseball was supposed to hit the 
field, leaving the baseball players 
with nowhere to go. 

“So our game ended up being 
canceled,” says Hoffman. 

It’s not just a matter of inconve- 
nience. The need for more fields is 
also about safety, says Bill Pen- 
nington, a Clark Road resident. 
His two kids participate in the 
town’s two biggest sports — soccer 
and baseball — and he’s seen the 
crunch get worse over the years as 
more kids join and the programs 
grow. Recently, lacrosse and T-ball 
games have tried playing together 
on Deyermond Fields — a situation 
that’s a little too close for some 
parents’ comfort. 

“Tt’s getting dangerous now. We 
have lacrosse balls flying around 
with T-ball games,” he says. “It’s 
not good.”

His recordings of the First 
Book of Bach's Well-Tempered 
Clavier were selected as one of 
the five best piano releases of 
1999 by the Boston Globe. 

The flute sonatas were pub- 
lished in two sets: three with 
keyboard and three with contin- 
uo. 
Although many works had 
been written for this instrument 
before by such composers as 
Loeillet and Quantz, Bach was 
the first to explore its emotional 
subtleties, and to write passages 
that remain difficult even on the 
modern flute, the release says. 

When performed today, the 
flute is most often accompanied 
by harpsichord or pianoforte. 
The use of the modern piano for 
this concert will allow Schepkin 
and Scolnik to explore a wider 
dynamic range than was possi- 
ble in Bach’s day.

Before words there was music;

As important as the making of 
music, is the sharing of it with oth- 
ers. Thursday night (May 23) at 
the Collins Center at the Andover 
High School Spring Concert, one- 
tenth of the school’s students were 
on stage, and they provided as 
exceptional an example of the 
rewards of sharing music as one 
can ever hope to find. (Regrettably 
I missed the All Town String Con- 
cert the night before, with several 
hundred musicians participating.

Among the highlights last 
Thursday, was the world premiere 
of a piece written by a young com- 
poser with a growing international 
reputation who had been “artist in 
residence” at the High School for 
the two previous days. Three of 
her pieces were performed all but 
flawlessly, with her in the audi- 
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ence. Now for Andover schools, 
the likelihood of such future per- 
formances is in serious jeopardy. 
Reading, writing and arithmetic, 
science and physical education, for 
now at least, will continue to be 
taught in their many manifesta- 
tions, but as of the School Com- 
mittee’s action last week, hiding 
behind a farcical administration 
bogeyman of threats to Andover 
schools accredited “time in learn- 
ing,” musical instruments have 
been banished from the school 
day. 

The graduating seniors in the 
All Town Orchestra were intro- 
duced — all are going on to highly 
competitive colleges, all already 
have impressive resumes including 
significant musical accomplish- 
ment, all had been part of the 
Andover schools instrumental pro- 
gram for nine years or more.

budget for education than other 
similar communities. In this case, 
the other communities are Lexing- 
ton, Chelmsford, Tewksbury, 
North Andover and Needham. 

There are two important areas 
wrong with this comparison. 

1) We are building two new 
schools to be opened this year and 
all of the funding for the two 
schools, along with the funding for 
the three schools that were recent- 
ly renovated, is carried in the gen- 
eral town budgets, not the school 
budget. Using the schools’ analy- 
sis, the more schools we build, the 
lower the school budget will be. If 
you look at the town manager’s 
budget model on page 2 of his 
FY2003 recommendation you will 
find that the “town budget” is at 28 
percent and the school budget is 45 
percent. 

2) We should be comparing 
education performance, not just 
costs. How many of these schools 
listed above have better SATs than 
Andover? I would venture a guess 
that none of them exceed Andover. 

Andover has an excellent edu- 
cation system now; the coming 
school year should bring us to a 
much higher level of performance. 
With the addition of two new 
schools we will achieve a signifi- 
cant reduction in class size at both 
the elementary and middle 
schools. This should increase the 
performance in both areas. 

We will add at least 30 new 
teachers for the new schools. This 
should provide Andover with a 
fresh insight into education. We 
are going to fully fund special edu- 
cation, which is something we 
should be proud of. 

In summary we can do all of the 
above without an override. I would 
very much like to see the elemen- 
tary music program reinstated as it 
is a core program and should 
always be with us. 

We should not sacrifice one 
household or one senior to match 
other communities in spending.

Separate debates 


Editor, Townsman: 

The new school department 
budget contains a proposal to elim- 
inate the equivalent of 3.1 full-time 
music teachers to save $130,000. 
The in-school instrumental lesson 
program will be replaced by after- 
school lessons paid for by the stu- 
dents. This plan affects the fami- 
lies of more than 500 students, but 
only represents 0.3 percent of the 
total school budget. 

Recently, the School Commit- 
tee and administration decided 
funding isn’t the primary issue. 
The main issue was time spent on 
core subjects. The administration 
claimed that any supplemental 
programs that pulled students out 
of class would violate the 900- 
hour state requirement. 


The parents countered this 
argument with letters from the 
authors of the Mass. Department 
of Education “Massachusetts Arts 
Curriculum Framework” emphati- 
cally stating that instrumental 
music lessons are part of the core 
curriculum. The fact that not all 
students take instrumental lessons 
does not void this ruling. Any stu- 
dent is eligible to participate in the 
program. The lessons go above 
and beyond the standard lesson 
plan. The school administration 
rejects this finding. However, the 
administration does agree with the 
DOE policy that the School Com- 
mittee can propose changes to the 
core curriculum taught in their 
school system. Our School Com- 
mittee refuses to take this step. 

The administration now claims 
the problem is that some teachers 
oppose having any students pulled 
out of class. The parents have sug- 
gested a compromise in this area 
that would significantly reduce the 
pullouts and bring in more rev- 
enue: move the band and chorus 
rehearsals to after school hours, 
and charge participants the activi- 
ties fee. The administration reject- 
ed this plan. The administration 
created a divisive issue within the 
teacher community allowing the 
classroom teachers to assert their 
needs over the needs of the spe- 
cialists. We’re cutting specialists to 
placate some classroom teachers! 

The School Committee wants 
one fee for all after-school pro- 
grams. They don’t want a pricing 
scheme where some activities cost 
more. This would pit one group 
against another. But for music, the 
administration proposes a plan 
where students will pay the pre- 
vailing rates for after-school pri- 
vate lesson teachers; $18 to $40 for 
a group or private lesson. Multiply 
by 36 weeks, and you see that 
music students will pay from $648 
to more than $1,400 for lessons 
during the school year. Parents 
also pay to rent or buy an instru- 
ment. 

Why does the administration 
reject every proposal from the par- 
ents? At a recent meeting, Claudia 
Bach asked us to “think outside the 
box” and come up with some cre- 
ative solutions. Why are the chil- 
dren held hostage to a work rules 
dispute that the superintendent 
(who just finished teaching a 
semester course, “Managing 
Negotiations,” at the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education) has 
been unable to resolve? Is there 
still a lingering dispute and hard 
feelings over the band director 
fiasco of a few years ago? 

Next year we will have a pro- 
gram that costs parents far more 
than it did this year (if we can find 
teachers for 500 students), threat- 
ens the continuation of other musi- 
cal events (the concerts) and the 
long-term success of the program 
at the higher levels. 


Many parents believe the only 
way to make a statement is to 
defeat the tax override. The strate- 
gy by the administration to offer 
cuts, along with a request for more 
money, now threatens to unravel 
months of work that culminated in 
a positive vote at Town Meeting. 
Sending a message via a “no” vote 
on the override seems satisfying in 
the short term. But the citizens of 
Andover must separate this issue 
from their personal convictions 
about the override. I’m not writing 
this letter to “Back the Override.” 
I’m asking people to “Override 
Bach.”

no different. This year we have 
maximized our taxation authori- 
ty and significantly depleted our 
reserve accounts (Excess Levy, 
Stabilization Fund, Free Cash) 
in order to present a balanced 
budget to Town Meeting. That 
balanced budget came with a 
price — a tax increase of approx- 
imately 7.75 percent per house- 
hold. You will begin to see this 
increase in your property tax 
bills next winter. To approve the 
override means that your prop- 
erty-tax increase will exceed 9.3 
percent. 

The previous 15 months have 
been very difficult on many 
Andover families. Many of our 
friends and neighbors have 
either lost their jobs, taken sig- 
nificant income decreases, or are 
very concerned as to the 
stability of their present 
employment.

Vickers maximized his time in the Bentley College lineup

TEVE VICKERS OF ANDOVER, a senior 
S outfielder/first baseman on the 2002 

Bentley College baseball team, will 
cap his outstanding collegiate career today 
(May 30) at Fenway Park with 
an appearance in the annual 
New England College All-Star 
Game sponsored by the New 
England Intercollegiate Base- 
ball Association. 

The game pits the Division 
2-3 All-Stars against Division 
L. 

Vickers was also recently | 
named to the American Base- 
ball Coaches Association- 
/Rawlings Division 2 All- 
Northeast Regional second 
team, as well as the All-North- 
east-10 Conference first team. 

The 63” lefty slugger led 
the Falcons (22-25) in hitting this spring 
with a .372 average, including .404 with 
runners in sCoring position. He was also 
tops in slugging percentage at .638 and bat- 
ted .435 against righthanders. 

The strong-armed rightfielder had 70 hits 
which is the Second most in a single season 
in school history. He smacked 20 doubles 
for the second straight year and added a 
career-best 10 homers. 

The lefty swinger was third on the team 
in RBI with 44, including a team-best 19 
with two outs, and he finished his career 
with a .349 batting average which is third 
best among four-year Bentley players. 

He ranks sixth on the Bentley all-time 
hits list with 190 and second in doubles 
with 52.

In each of his last three sea- 
sons his batting average, slug- 
ging percentage, hits, runs and 
total bases were all higher than 
the previous year. 


Late in the season he belted 
a pair of solo home runs 
against Merrimack College to 
become just the fifth player in 
school history to amass both 
100 career RBI and 100 runs 


and 116 runs scored. 

In the opening round of the Northeast-10 
Conference playoffs at LeLacheur Park in 
Lowell, Vickers broke a 1-1 tie by belting 
his 10th homer of the season and adding a 
game-winning two-run double in the ninth 
as the Falcons upset Franklin Pierce, 5-2. 
He finished the game with two doubles and 
the homer. 

Vickers also sparked the Falcons to a key 
2-0 late-season win over Stonehill by dri- 
ving in both runs with a sixth-inning dou- 
ble. 

In the preceding game, also a win over 
Stonehill, the former AHS standout drilled 
a career single-game best five hits (two dou- 
bles) and collected three RBI as Bentley 
won a wild 24-17 decision. 


Vickers and the Falcons, who finished 
24-25 overall, came off a strong 2001 sea- 


son in which Vickers set a school record 
with 20 doubles (broken by John DiGen- 
naro this season) and finished second on the 
team in hits with 62. He also belted six 
homers. 

The Falcons were 25-16 last season and 
were among the top five teams in the nation 
in many offensive categories including 
home runs (nation-best 2.39 average per 
game), slugging percentage and runs 
scored.

Preparing the perfect 
picnic outing in town

Packing for a picnic may seem 
basic enough, but keep in mind 
there is more to it than remem- 
bering the napkins and a 
corkscrew. Packing easily pre- 
pared meals efficiently, and 
keeping them fresh in the sum- 
mer heat, can be challenging. 

Since you can’t always see, 
taste or even smell dangerous 
bacteria that is created when 
food is mishandled, it’s impor- 
tant to pay attention to issues of 
food safety. The Web site 
<www.fabulousfoods.com> 
offers some picnic safety tips 
including the following: 

¢ Try to plan just the right 
amount of food to take. That 
way, you won't have to worry 
about the storage or safety of 
leftovers. 

¢ If there are leftovers, throw 
them out unless you can safely 
keep them chilled until you get 
home. When in doubt, throw it 
out! 

* Foods that are cooked ahead 
need to be completed in plenty 
of time to chill thoroughly in the 
refrigerator before being packed. 
Use an insulated cooler with suf- 
ficient ice or ice packs. Pack 
food from the refrigerator right 
into the cooler. 

¢ Pack foods in the cooler in 
the order opposite of how you’ll 
be using them. 

¢ A cooler can also be used to 
keep hot food hot. Line the cool- 
er with a heavy kitchen towel for 
extra insulation and _ place 
wrapped hot foods inside. Try to 
use a cooler that is just the right 
size to pack fairly tightly with 
hot food so less heat escapes. 

¢ If you’re planning on take-out 
foods such as fried chicken or 
barbecued beef, eat them within 
two hours of pick-up or buy 
ahead of time and chill com- 
pletely before packing. 

¢ Don’t pack coolers in the 
trunk. Carry them inside the air- 
conditioned car.

¢ It’s a good idea to use a sepa- 
rate cooler for drinks, so the one 
containing perishable food won’t 
be constantly opened and closed. 
¢ Clean coolers with a water

This same Web site also has a 
checklist to help you remember 
what to bring along to avoid any 
mishaps (see box). 

Other items that come to mind 
are insect repellent, sunscreen, a 
camera and a Frisbee or other 
outdoor toy. 

If it is an intimate picnic for 
two, you may consider bringing 
along some fresh flowers in a 
small plastic vase and a bottle of 
wine. 

Home economist and author 
Mairlyn Smith makes a few sug- 
gestions on Home magazine’s 
Web site <www.homeonline.ca> 
for choosing sensuous foods for 
a romantic outing. She suggests 
shopping for finger foods such as 
strawberries, grapes or Brie 
cheese with crackers.

Cooking for large groups correctly 


(NAPSA) — Whether preparing 
food for a family reunion or a 
community gathering, people 
who are great cooks at home 
don’t necessarily know how to 
safely prepare and store large 
quantities of food for large 
groups. Food that is mishandled 
can cause food-borne illness. 
However, by following some 
simple steps, volunteer cooks 
can make the event safe and suc- 
cessful: 

¢ Plan ahead — make sure the 
location meets your needs. 

¢ Be sure you have enough 
oven, stove-top, refrigerator, 
freezer, and work space. 

¢ Find out if there’s a source of 
clean water. If not, bring water 
for preparation and cleaning. 


Store and prepare food safely: 

¢ Refrigerate or freeze perish- 
able food within two hours of 
shopping or preparing. 

¢ Find separate preparation 
areas in the work space for raw 


and cooked food. 

¢ Never place cooked food 
back on the same plate or cutting 
board that held raw food. 

¢ Wash hands, cutting boards, 
dishes, utensils, and work sur- 
faces frequently with hot, soapy 
water. 

Cook food to safe internal tem- 
peratures — it’s the only way to 
tell if harmful bacteria are 
destroyed! 

¢ Use a food thermometer to 
check the internal temperature of 
meat, poultry, egg dishes, 
casseroles, and other food. 

¢ Check temperature in several 
places to be sure food is safely 
cooked. 

¢ Never partially cook food for 
finishing later because you 
increase the risk of bacterial 
growth. 

Transport food safely. Keep hot 
food HOT. Keep cold food 
COLD. 

* Keep cold food at or below 
40 F Place in a cooler with a 


cold source such as ice or com- 
mercial freezing gels. 

* Keep hot food at or above 
140 F. Wrap well and place in an 
insulated container. 

Need to reheat? Food must be 
hot and steamy for serving. Just 


“warmed up” is not good 
enough. 
¢ Use the stove, oven, or 


microwave to reheat food to 165 
F. Bring sauces, soups, and 
gravies to a boil. 

Keep food out of the “Danger 
zone” (40 F to 140 F). 

* Keep hot food hot — at or 
above 140 F. Place cooked food 
in chafing dishes, preheated 
steam tables, warming trays, 
and/or slow cookers. 

* Keep cold food cold — at or 
below 40 F. Place food in con- 
tainers on ice. Discard food left 
out at room temperature for more 
than two hours. 

* Place leftovers in shallow 
containers. Refrigerate or freeze 
immediately. 
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Grilling 


Beyond hot dogs: Backyard 
srilling, Texas cowboy style 


(NAPSA) — Millions of Ameri- 
cans fire up their grills each year 
and flavor their favorite meats 
with rubs, salsas and sauces. 
Their choices of meat and sea- 
sonings are as dynamically dif- 
ferent as those doing the grilling. 
Bostonians baste lobster tail with 
lemon butter. In Memphis, they 
marinade their pork and grill it 
with a glaze of orange mar- 
malade. In New Orleans, craw- 
fish is seasoned Cajun style. In 
Texas, home of cowboy cuisine, 
beef is scorched to tongue-tin- 
gling perfection. 

Texas-style cowboy cuisine, 
raised to new heights courtesy of 
chef/author Grady Spears, is the 
art of taking simple seasonings 
and applying them liberally to a 
wide variety of meats. According 
to Spears, simplicity, seasoning, 
slow cooking and no-fuss fun are 
at the heart of cowboy cooking. 
“I believe most backyard barbe- 
cue enthusiasts can master the art 
of Cowboy Cooking with a few 
easy lessons. The secret is apply- 
ing seasonings liberally to your 
favorite meats and vegetables 
and then stacking up the side 
dishes with traditional favorites 
like mashed potatoes, biscuits 
and baked beans.” Among his 
suggestions are the following 
tried-and-true rules of the range. 

* Most of the sauces and spices 
burn off when you barbecue, so 
don’t be shy - smother your 
meats with them. 

¢ Bathe the meat in sauce 
before the grilling begins. 

* Precook and prepare as much 
of the food beforehand as possi- 
ble so that you can savor each 
moment of the barbecue with 
friends and family. 

* Use tongs to turn your steak. 
A fork will pierce the meat and 
allow those delicious juices to 
escape. 

« Have pickles, relishes, pep- 
pers, sauces, salsas, chutneys and 
spices ready to go. 

¢ After oiling the surface of the 
meat, rub it with brown sugar, or 
you can also use cola soda pop. 
It caramelizes and seals the 
juices inside the meat. 

“What people want is good, 
wholesome food without too 
much fuss,” says Spears. “So 
wander round your garden or 
walk through the produce aisle 
of your local grocer and rustle up 
some fresh and dried herbs and 
spices. While lots of good food 
sprinkled liberally with paprika 
and chili powder can add zest to 
any meal, it can also bring on 
heartburn.” 
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There can be a lot more to grilling than cooking hamburgers 
and hot dogs. 


Molasses-rub sirloin steak 
(from The Great Steak Book) 


(Makes 4 to 6 Servings) 


Molasses Rub 

1 cup packed brown sugar 

2 tablespoons molasses 

2 teaspoons paprika 

2 teaspoons dried thyme leaves 

1 1/2 teaspoons kosher salt 

1 1/2 teaspoons freshly ground black pepper 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 

4 to 6 tablespoons unsalted butter 


2 pounds sirloin steak | 


To prepare the rub, combine all the ingredients in the bowl of a 
food processor and process until the mixture is well blended. The rub 
can be prepared in advance and stored in an airtight container until 
ready to use. 

Using your hands, completely cover the steaks with the rub, place 
them on a plate, cover with plastic wrap, and refrigerate for two to 
four hours. Remove the steaks from the refrigerator and allow them 
to return to room temperature while you prepare the grill. Grill the sir- 
loin for six to eight minutes per side for medium rare.

¢ Avoid leaving camping gear 
unattended. 

¢ Get to know your camping 
neighbors — and help protect 
each other’s belongings. 

¢ Avoid walking alone at night. 

* Carry a spare lock so you can 
use storage containers available 
at many parks. 

¢ Always lock your camping 
trailer towing hitch so your trail- 
er cannot be towed away. 

¢ Before taking weapons with 
you, be aware of regulations. In 
many parks and wildlife refuges 
it is illegal to carry weapons. 

* Be prepared for changes in 
the weather and wear multi-lay- 
ered clothing made of 
polypropylene, wool, and cot- 
ton. Protect against rain and 
wind by bringing breathable, 
lightweight weatherproof jackets 
and pants. 

¢ Take along plenty of bottled 
water, or have a reliable method 
of water purification. 

¢ Plan meals for your trip 
ahead of time, and take along 
extra food. 

¢ Beware of wilderness dan- 
gers, including poison oak, 
sumac and ivy, and stay clear of 
all wild animals.

¢ Be sure everyone in your 
party is aware of park/camp- 
ground rules and regulations. 

¢ When hiking or backpacking 
(or, during the winter, cross- 
country skiing), notify the 
ranger or campground host of 
your plans, including the trails

Sun and surf 


Staying safe at the beach, and in the water 


(NAPSA) — While the beach 
can be a fun and relaxing place 
to enjoy your summer, it is 
important to also respect the 
wower of the sea. Drowning is 
the third leading cause of acci- 
dental death in the United States, 
killing nearly 5,000 people each 
year. 

“For children |- to 2-years old, 
drowning is the leading cause of 
injury death,’ said Dr. Arlen 
Stauffer, of the American Col- 
lege of Emergency Physicians. 
“It has been found that for every 
10 children who drown, 140 are 
treated in emergency depart- 
ments due to near-drowning inci- 
‘dents, and 36 are admitted for 
further treatment in hospitals.” 


Summer tips 

While you should keep in mind 
different beaches have different 
dangers, ACEP offers the follow- 
ing practical tips to keep you 
safe on both the sand and in the 
surf. 

¢ Always swim near a lifeguard 
tower and never swim alone. 

¢ Wear sunscreen, with at least 
a level-15 sun protection factor, 
to protect against burns. 

¢ Check with lifeguards about 
@irf and beach conditions before 
going in the water. Obey warning 
signs in dangerous areas. 

e Don’t overestimate your 
swimming ability. Never depend 
on flotation devices for your 
safety. 

¢ Never drink alcohol and 
swim. 

¢ Always swim or surf in desig- 
nated areas. 

¢ Stay away from cliff edges - 
stay behind fences and obey 
warning signs. 

,° Never run and dive in the 
water. Even if you have checked 
before, conditions can change. 

“Every summer, emergency 
physicians see serious spinal 
injuries, including quadriplegia, 
because people dive headfirst 
into unknown water and strike 
the bottom,” said Stauffer. 
“Another major cause of neck 
injuries is bodysurfing. It is 
caused when the swimmer’s 
head or face strikes the bottom of 
the ocean. So check for depth 
and obstructions before diving, 
ghen go in feet first the first time; 
and use caution while bodysurf- 
ing, always extending a hand 
ahead of you.” 

¢ Swim parallel to the shore if 
you want to swim long distances. 

° Wear shoes or sandals on the 
beach to avoid broken glass. 

¢ If you hear thunder, get out of

the water immediately. Seek 
shelter in a building or automo- 
bile. If no shelter is available, 
find the lowest spot possible and 
avoid open spaces. Don’t sit 
under an umbrella, and stay 
away from metal objects like 
aluminum chairs. 

¢ If you get into trouble in the 
water, don’t panic. Raise and 
wave your arm for help, float and 
wait for assistance. 


Rip tides 

Rip tides are the cause of many 
drownings and beach rescues 
each year. Rip tides are danger- 
ous because they can carry a 
swimmer out into deep water. If 
you are caught in a rip follow 
these tips: 

¢ Don’t panic, stay calm. 

¢ Don’t fight the rip. Swim par- 
allel to the shore until you are 
free of the out-rushing water. 
Then swim back to shore or sig- 
nal for help. 

¢ Remember to stay calm and 
conserve your energy. If you 
become weak or tired, float with 
the rip current instead of fighting 
it, and signal for help.
